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Supreme Court balance hangs on vote 


■ Next president could pick several justices

The next president may have 
the power to change the direc¬ 
tion of the Supreme Court — and 
determine the future of abortion, 
gay rights, corporate influence in 
politics and much more. 

The subject has hardly sur¬ 
faced during the campaign, apart 


from Vice President Joe Biden’s 
brief reference at Thursday’s 
debate to the likelihood of anti¬ 
abortion court nominees by Re¬ 
publican Mitt Romney. It could 
arise at today’s town-hall-style 
debate between Romney and 
President Barack Obama. 

Despite the lack of attention, 
the prospect of recasting the ma¬ 
jority on a court that is closely 


divided on many critical issues 
is one of the most important con¬ 
sequences of the Nov. 6 election. 

At least one of the court’s nine 
seats is likely to become vacant 
in the next four years. Liberal 
Justice Ruth Bader Ginsburg is 
79 and has had cancer. Conserva¬ 
tives Antonin Scalia and Antho¬ 
ny Kennedy are both 76. Liberal 
Stephen Breyer is 74.

None has spoken publicly of 
retiring. Ginsburg has said she 
plans to stay until at least 2015. 
But longtime justices often time 
their departure so that a presi¬ 
dent with compatible views can 
choose their successor. 

That suggests, at the least, that 
Obama or Romney will have the 
opportunity to pick one or more 


younger justices who would 
serve for decades after the win¬ 
ner of the November presidential 
election leaves office. The presi¬ 
dent in the next term could go 
significantly further, however, 
if a justice whose views differed 
from those of the president were 
to retire, either voluntarily or be¬ 
cause of ill health, or die in office. 

For Romney, those justices 
would include not only the four 
liberals — Ginsburg, Breyer, and

Senior citizens can likely expect 
small Social Security benefit hike

WASHINGTON - Social Security recipients 
won’t be getting big benefit increases 
next year, but the small raises they will 
receive are playing an important role in 
helping seniors grow their incomes even 
as younger workers lose ground. 

Preliminary figures show the annual 
benefit boost will be between 1 and 2 per¬ 
cent, which would be among the lowest 
since automatic adjustments were adopt¬ 
ed in 1975. Monthly benefits for retired 
workers average $1,237, meaning the typi¬ 
cal retiree can expect a raise of between 
$12 and $24 a month. 

The size of the cost-of-living adjust¬ 
ment, or COLA, will be made official to¬ 
day, when the government releases infla¬ 
tion figures for September. 

“The COLA continues to be very criti¬ 


cal to people in keeping them from fall¬ 
ing behind,” said David Certner, AARP’s 
legislative policy director. 

How important is the COLA? From 
2001 to 2011, household incomes in the 
U.S. dropped for every age group except 
one: those 65 and older. 

The median income for all U.S. house¬ 
holds fell by 6.6 percent, when inflation 
was taken into account, according to 
census data. But the median income for 
households headed by someone 65 or 
older rose by 13 percent. 

“That’s all because of Social Security,” 
Certner said. “Social Security has the 
COLA and that’s what’s keeping seniors 
above water, as opposed to everybody else 
who’s struggling in this economy.” 

Seniors still, on average, have lower in¬ 
comes than younger adults. Most older

The greatly discounted 
sewer bills that 105 cus¬ 
tomers in Pleasantview 
subdivision have been 
getting for the past decade 
are coming to an end, re¬ 
sulting in their sewer bills 
more than doubling as of 
July L 

Powell Street resident 
JoAnne Sanders was also 
the recipient of bad news 
when the board of the 
Henderson Water Util¬ 
ity met Monday; it deter¬ 
mined she is responsible 
for a $985 water-sewer bill 
that she received in early 
September, even though 
she’d not been living in 
her house. 

HWU Engineering Di¬ 
rector Tom Williams ex¬ 
plained the situation at the 
subdivision on U.S. 60-East 
in a memo, which noted 
Pleasantview had a private 
sewage treatment plant that 
was nearing the end of its 
useful life as of1999. 

The developers of the 
subdivision asked HWU to 
take it over, which the util¬ 
ity did. HWU did not de¬ 
mand waivers of the right 
to protest annexation, 
which it usually requires 
before it extends service to 
customers outside the city 
limits, because the subdi¬ 
vision had already been 
developed and it would 
have been difficult to get 
the permission of so many 
separate landowners. 

When HWU took over 
providing sewer service in 
early 2000 it began charg¬ 
ing customers a flat $25 a 
month, which was lower 
than what they had been 
paying under the privately

UK board approves private dormitories

LEXINGTON - The University of 
Kentucky board of trustees has 
approved plans by a private de¬ 
veloper to build and operate five 
new residence halls on campus. 

The five new buildings on four 
sites would go up after several 
older housing structures are de¬ 
molished. 

On Sunday the board unani¬ 
mously approved the deal with 


Memphis-based Education Re¬ 
alty Trust, or EDR, the Lexington 
Herald-Leader reported. 

UK has a new $25 million dorm 
already under construction near 
the William T. Young Library. The 
privately built dorms along with 
the one already being built would 
add 2,300 beds on campus. 

“It’s a historic moment in the 
history of the University of Ken¬ 
tucky,” board chairman Britt 
Brockman said after the meeting. 


“This will give the opportunity 
for living and learning for our 
students, which is a proven way 
to retain them.” 

Angie Martin, vice president 
of finance, says EDR can build 
a dorm faster and more cheaply 
than UK, which desperately needs 
student housing. 

EDR then will take in most of 
the revenue over time. 

“You must have an alignment 
of interests, you must have trans¬ 


parency, you must have trust, or it 
will not work,” she said. 

Several buildings will be 
knocked down to make way for 
the new dorms. Two Cooper- 
stown Drive buildings would be 
torn down to build two dorms, and 
the old Wildcat Lodge would be 
demolished for two dorms on that 
site and the parking lot next to it. 
The last dorm would be built on 
the site of Haggin Hall, set to be 
demolished in May.

FRANKFORT - The Ken¬ 
tucky Cabinet for Health 
and Family Services vio¬ 
lated the state open re¬ 
cords law by not releas¬ 
ing records containing 
information about the 
death of an eastern Ken¬ 
tucky toddler, the state 
attorney general’s office 
concluded in an opinion 
released Monday. 

Assistant Attorney 
General Amye Bensen- 
haver concluded in the 
opinion that the agency 
should have provided the 
records to The Mountain 
Citizen, a weekly news¬ 
paper in Inez. 

The newspaper had 
requested records that 
would shed light on the 
2-year-old boy, who died 
a year ago. 

The agency provided 
the newspaper with 
some documents that 
had information redact¬ 
ed. Newspaper editor 
Gary Ball then appealed 
to the attorney general. 

“Neither Mr. Ball nor 
this office could ascer¬ 
tain what records were 
withheld and why,” 
Bensenhaver wrote. 
“Such obfuscation is 
clearly impermissible.” 

Bensenhaver cited re¬ 
cent court rulings that 
said information about 
cases involving deaths 


driver’s license, or two 
other forms of identifica¬ 
tion, are required at check¬ 
in.

or serious injuries of 
children the agency has 
placed in foster care 
should be fully dis¬ 
closed. 

The records The 
Mountain Citizen sought 
involved the toddler who 
the Cabinet for Health 
and Family Services had 
placed with his aunt and 
uncle in Prestonsburg in 
September 2011. 

State officials had 
a long list of redacted 
information, including 
“confidential informa¬ 
tion” and “unsubstanti¬ 
ated reports,” in the re¬ 
cords that were finally 
turned over the news¬ 
paper. 

Ball received records 
detailing the child’s re¬ 
moval from his mother’s 
home, criminal back¬ 
ground checks on his 
aunt and uncle, an evalu¬ 
ation of their home, and 
a social worker’s obser¬ 
vation of the child’s in¬ 
teraction with his aunt 
and uncle. He contended 
that he was entitled to 
“the investigative files” 
regarding the child’s 
death. 

Bensenhaver said 
“the information with¬ 
held exceeds the scope 
of permissible redac¬ 
tions under the Open 
Records Act and that 
the cabinet’s response 
to his request was defi¬ 
cient.”

The impact of the crash 
caused Cox’s vehicle to 
strike another vehicle 
driven by Mario Leavell, 
32, Evansville, officials 
said. 

No other injuries were 
reported.

Authorities said as 
Gobin attempted to pass 
Ruark, another vehicle 
traveling east, appeared. 

This prompted Gobin to 
try to move back into the 
westbound lane, causing 
his vehicle to collide with 
Ruark’s, officials said. 

Gobin told authorities 
the accident occurred 
when something ran out 
in front of his vehicle, and 
he cut to the left to avoid 
hitting the object, a news 
release said. 

Ruark was transported 
to Methodist Hospital 
where she was treated and 
released. 

Gobin was taken into 
custody.

Big Tobacco: 
Statements 
are forced 
confessions

WASHINGTON - Tobacco 
companies are urging a 
federal judge to reject the 
government’s proposed 
industry-financed correc¬ 
tive statements, calling 
them “forced public con¬ 
fessions.” 

The Justice Department 
countered that the state¬ 
ments need to be strong 
enough to protect people 
from future false state¬ 
ments made by cigarette 
makers. The statements 
include admissions that 
the companies lied about 
the dangers of smoking. 

U.S. District Judge Glad¬ 
ys Kessler, who is hearing 
the case, has already said 
she wants the industry to 
pay for corrective state¬ 
ments in various types of 
ads. Although she has not 
made a decision on what 
the statements will say, she 
said at Monday’s hearing 
that she doesn’t have to 
take the government’s pro¬ 
posed statements word- 
for-word, and will come 
up with “modifications.” 

In 2006, in a case the 
government brought in 
1999 under the Racketeer 
Influenced and Corrupt 
Organizations, Kessler 
ruled that America’s 
largest cigarette makers 
concealed the dangers 
of smoking for decades. 
The proposed statements 
by the cigarette-makers 
would become the remedy 
to ensure the companies 
don’t repeat the violation. 

In the 2006 ruling, 
which totaled more than 
1,600 pages, Kessler wrote 
that the tobacco industry 
“survives, and profits, 
from selling a highly ad¬ 
dictive product which 
causes diseases that lead 
to a staggering number of 
deaths per year, an immea¬ 
surable amount of human 
suffering and economic 
loss, and a profound bur¬ 
den on our national health 
care system.” 

The Justice Depart¬ 
ment’s proposed state¬ 
ments would cover areas 
such as the addictiveness 
of nicotine, the lack of 
health benefit from “low 
tar,” “ultra-light” and 
“mild” cigarettes, and the 
negative health effects of 
second-hand smoke. 

In July, a federal appeals 
court rejected efforts by 
the tobacco companies 
to overrule Kessler’s rul¬ 
ing requiring corrective 
statements. 

The companies had ar¬ 
gued that a 2009 law that 
gave the Food and Drug 
Administration authority 
over the industry eliminat¬ 
ed “any reasonable likeli¬ 
hood” that they would 
commit future RICO vio¬ 
lations.

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“Give light and the 
people will find 
their own way” 
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Chavez wins election 
despite Venezuela’s 
economic problems 

Hugo Chavez has won his third presidential elec¬ 
tion in Venezuela, thanks to his customary gener¬ 
ous spending on the poor in advance of the vote. 
Even though he won by a 10 percent margin, it is 
less than the anti-U.S. strongman is accustomed 
to receiving. He won by 27 percentage points six 
years ago. 

Perhaps the only people happier than Chavez’ 
inner circle were those in the Cuban leadership, 
whose country depends on heavily subsidized 
sales of oil from Venezuela, which sits atop huge 
reserves. 

But inefficient and top-heavy management and a 
lack of outside investment are threatening the reli¬ 
ability of production in Venezuela’s single-resource 
economy. 

Since his last election, Chavez has had to deal 
with a soaring crime rate, a deteriorating electric 
grid, double-digit inflation, chronic shortages due 

to government 
meddling, and 
expropriation 
of successful 
businesses and 
ranches. 

Still, Venezu¬ 
ela’s large and 
swelling popula¬ 
tion of the poor 
are grateful for 
the housing, ed¬ 
ucation, medical 
care and food 
subsidies that he 
provides, even 
though the country is less and less able to afford 
them. 

Chavez has tried to carve out a role for himself 
on the international stage by trying to organize 
other leftist Latin America nations — Cuba, Ni¬ 
caragua, Bolivia, Ecuador and Argentina — into 
an anti-U.S. alliance, by playing footsie with Iran, 
and by pulling such stunts as a joint naval exercise 
with Russia. 

He regularly predicts an imminent American in¬ 
vasion, to the increasing disbelief of the Venezuela 
people. 

The only restraint on his grip on power, and his 
ability to cause mischief for the U.S., is his ques¬ 
tionable health. He has had at least two and, ac¬ 
cording to some sources, as many as three pelvic 
surgeries — presumably for cancer — along with 
radiation and chemotherapy treatment in the past 
16 months. 

He has pronounced himself cancer-free and in 
complete recovery, but in truth, he does not look 
like a healthy man. If he dies in the first four years 
of his six-year term there will be a new election, and 
a good bet to win it is his opponent in the most re¬ 
cent vote, former state governor Henrique Capriles, 
who received a respectable 6.1 million votes in his 
losing endeavor. Chavez secured 7.4 million votes 
this time. 

Unless health problems intervene, Chavez plans 
to proceed with his “Bolivarian revolution,” mod¬ 
eled heavily on the Cuban model in which the 
state controls all the meaningful components of 
the economy. 

This is no more a happy prospect for the people 
of Venezuela than it was for the people of Cuba. 
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Ryan, in debate, secured his future 


Paul Ryan is running 
for more than just vice 
president. He is running 
for the presidency four or 
eight years from now. So 
in that regard, the stakes 
for him are not nearly as 
high as the other candi¬ 
dates on the two national 
tickets, all three of whom 
are gambling on this one 
last chance. 

Oh, it’s possible that 
Joe Biden might be a con¬ 
testant in the 2016 White 
House sweepstakes, but 
he will be 70 in Novem¬ 
ber and facing an uphill 
fight to convince voters 
that his age wasn’t a de¬ 
bilitating factor in a job 
that requires more energy 
than that of most people 10 
years younger. 

Although “Smiling Joe,” 
as he can now be called fol¬ 
lowing his grinning per¬ 
formance in last week’s 
debate with Ryan, might 
fool us, the odds are long 
against it. 

There is little doubt 
where Ryan, now only 
42, will stand with his 
party’s powerful conser¬ 
vative wing at the end of 
Election Day win or lose: 
right at the very top. That’s 
the reason a host of GOP 
wannabes with eyes on 
the path to the presiden¬ 



tial mansion would have 
accepted the job, even if 
they felt at the time that 
Romney had little or no 
chance of unseating Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama. That 
includes New Jersey Gov. 
Chris Christie and Ohio 
Sen. Rob Portman. 

But Ryan won that lot¬ 
tery and, with it, the rare 
chance for a future in pres¬ 
idential politics. Of course, 
anything can happen over¬ 
night to sidetrack this op¬ 
portunity, especially in 
politics. 

Given the resilience he 
has shown in the roughest 
territory in Congress, the 
budget debate, the odds 
would have to be on his 
survival. 

As chairman of the 
House Budget Commit¬ 
tee, his unwillingness 
to give in on his position 
that national security 
depends on the ability to 
deal with horrendous fis¬ 
cal problems had to be ad¬ 


mired. The way he would 
go about cutting spending 
and reforming entitlement 
programs has made him a 
darling in some circles and 
despised in others. 

There seems little ques¬ 
tion that Ryan was able to 
dispel the totally negative 
image with a solid perfor¬ 
mance in the debate with 
Biden. 

While the vice president 
also made up some of the 
ground Obama lost in his 
first confrontation with 
Mitt Romney, Biden’s fa¬ 
cial manipulation and con¬ 
stant interruption of his 
opponent (excuse me, his 
“friend”) clearly detracted 
from the generally positive 
impact. Ryan’s rapid-fire, 
serious responses drew 
dramatic contrast — the 
kid taking on the old-time 
politician. 

As Ryan moves to solid¬ 
ify his image as the fresh 
face of the GOP, his suc¬ 
cess in politics will depend 
on a lot of good fortune 
(as it always does) and his 
ability to be less rigid. If 
Romney should win, it is 
likely that Ryan will be 
given the opportunity to 
shape the president’s po¬ 
sitions on preventing fiscal 
disaster. 

As vice president, he’d 


need to soften some of the 
stances he has developed 
over 14 years in the House 
of Representatives while at 
the same time maintain¬ 
ing his popularity with 
conservatives. If politics 
is the art of compromise, 
Ryan will face moderating 
uncompromising judg¬ 
ments developed by strict 
religious and social values. 

All successful office¬ 
holders at that level quick¬ 
ly become aware that the 
middle of the road is where 
Americans actually reside. 

Should Romney lose, 
his task may be different, 
but only slightly. He will 
have the opportunity to 
solidify his position with 
the GOP base and prove to 
major voting blocs — such 
as women and old folks — 
that he is not intemperate 
when it comes to their 
needs. 

Ryan’s one chance be¬ 
fore a national audience in 
this protracted presiden¬ 
tial race went well enough. 
He performed more than 
credibly against a veteran 
politician. 

The debate was gener¬ 
ally considered a draw, 
with each side profiting. 
The one result that seems 
irrefutable is that Ryan is 
in the game for a long time. 


Student’s grit matters as much as IQ 


I am always encouraged 
when academics finally ex¬ 
perience epiphanies about 
matters that always have 
been the stuff of common 
sense. By common sense, 
I mean apprehending the 
obvious, paying attention 
to ordinary events that fol¬ 
low the laws of logic and 
probability independent of 
our attempts to impose our 
conclusions on them. 

In this instance, col¬ 
lege admissions officers 
in great numbers are ac¬ 
knowledging that a per¬ 
sonality trait called “grit” 
should be a part of any 
admissions program that 
claims to be fair. A handful 
of institutions — DePaul, 
Tufts and Wake Forest are 
among the largest — have 
made it formal policy. 

If schools are fair, they 
use a “holistic” measure 
when determining appli¬ 
cants’ suitability. In other 
words, they earnestly as¬ 
sess the whole student, not 
just his or her SAT and ACT 
score, IQ and high school 
grade-point average. 

They also consider what 
are known as “noncogni- 
tive” skills — grit. 

In Denver recently at 
the National Association 
for College Admission 



Counseling’s annual meet¬ 
ing, Angela Duckworth, a 
University of Pennsylva¬ 
nia assistant professor of 
psychology, described grit 
as “perseverance and pas¬ 
sion for long-term goals. 
Grit entails working 
strenuously toward chal¬ 
lenges, maintaining effort 
and interest over years de¬ 
spite failure, adversity and 
plateaus in progress. 

The gritty individual 
approaches achievement 
as a marathon; his or her 
advantage is stamina. 
Whereas disappointment 
or boredom signals to oth¬ 
ers that it is time to change 
trajectory and cut losses, 
the gritty individual stays 
the course.” 

Think of the thousands 
of such students who are 
rejected each year because 
admissions officers only 
consider evidence of cog¬ 
nitive skills such as stan¬ 
dardized test scores. 


Over the years as a col¬ 
lege writing teacher, I have 
had low-income students, 
and still have them, who 
were the first in their fami¬ 
lies to attend college, who 
sit alongside classmates 
who otherwise have every 
socioeconomic advantage. 

Some never wrote an 
essay in public school, and 
almost all hold down part- 
time or full-time jobs. 

I am not surprised when 
they out-perform many of 
their classmates who are 
far better off, who often 
have higher standardized 
test scores and high school 
GPAs. Most of these stu¬ 
dents struggle with their as¬ 
signments. Instead of quit¬ 
ting, however, they hang 
around after class and ask 
me to discuss their errors 
and how to correct them. 

In related research con¬ 
ducted at an Ivy League 
university, Duckworth 
found that so-called 
smarter students had less 
grit than students who 
scored lower on intelli¬ 
gence tests. 

She told the Chronicle 
of Higher Education that 
“it’s not necessarily that IQ 
doesn’t matter, but I think 
the promising message 
for students is that we can 


all work harder, or at least 
most of us can.” Taken by 
itself, to struggle may not 
be a sign that a student 
lacks the intelligence to 
succeed, she said. “An IQ 
problem — that’s not what 
makes schoolwork hard. 
Effort is hard, boredom is 
hard.” 

Traditionalists, those 
who believe in admitting 
students only on the ba¬ 
sis of meritocracy, see the 
consideration of noncog- 
nitive skills as being too 
subjective, an approach 
that will lower standards 
when large numbers of ap¬ 
plicants must be evaluated. 

Many of my colleagues 
and I disagree. Each term, 
we see gritty students, de¬ 
termined to succeed, who 
out-perform many of those 
with more money and 
higher cognitive scores. 

The time has long 
passed for us to pay atten¬ 
tion to the ordinary events 
that follow the laws of 
logic and probability and 
apply common sense. We 
should know by now that 
intelligence is not every¬ 
thing and that grit matters. 
We see of evidence of it ev¬ 
ery day. 

Why not include it in the 
admissions process?

Privatized Medicare is studied 


■ Higher premiums 
reported in findings

WASHINGTON - Nearly six in 10 Medi¬ 
care recipients would pay higher pre¬ 
miums under a hypothetical priva¬ 
tized system along the lines of what 
Republican presidential candidate 
Mitt Romney has proposed, accord¬ 
ing to a study released Monday. 

The report by the nonpartisan 
Kaiser Family Foundation also found 
striking regional differences that 
could lead to big premium hikes in 
some states and counties. That find¬ 
ing instantly made it ammunition in 
the presidential campaign. 

In the senior-rich political swing 
state of Florida, the hypothetical plan 


modeled by Kaiser would boost pre¬ 
miums for traditional Medicare by 
more than $200 a month on average. 
In Nevada, another competitive state, 
50 percent of seniors would face ad¬ 
ditional monthly premiums of $100 
or more for their coverage. A new 
pattern of regional disparities would 
emerge from overhauling Medicare’s 
payment system, the report said. 

Romney and his running mate, 
Wisconsin Rep. Paul Ryan, have 
proposed changing Medicare to a 
“premium support” system domi¬ 
nated by private plans that are paid 
a fixed amount by the government. 
President Barack Obama said replac¬ 
ing the current open-ended Medicare 
benefit would shift costs to seniors. 

Romney’s approach would mirror 
the difference between traditional 
workplace pensions and modern-day 
401(k) plans, in which the employer 


contribution is limited. While Medi¬ 
care financing wouldn’t be as heavy 
a lift for taxpayers, the risk is that 
retirees could end up paying more if 
medical costs rise. 

The study carried a prominent dis¬ 
claimer: It should not be taken as a 
specific analysis of the Romney-Ryan 
proposal, partly because their plan 
lacks details. However, Kaiser said 
it is modeled on what Romney and 
Ryan propose. 

“This approach is similar to the 
premium support proposal included 
in (House Budget) Chairman Paul 
Ryan’s ... budget proposal for (fis¬ 
cal year) 2013 that was embraced by 
presidential nominee Mitt Romney,” 
the report said. 

One of the biggest differences, 
however, is that the report assumes 
the privatization plan is already in 
place. 


High court will hear appeal of Arizona voter law 


■ Elections may 
require proof 
of citizenship

WASHINGTON - The Su¬ 
preme Court on Monday 
agreed to take up an ap¬ 
peal from Arizona over its 
requirement that people 
prove they are American 
citizens before registering 
to vote. 

The justices will review 
a federal appeals court rul¬ 
ing that blocked the law in 
some instances. 

A 10-member panel of 
the 9th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals in San Fran¬ 
cisco said that federal 
law trumps the Arizona 
requirement. Federal law 
allows voters to fill out a 
mail-in voter registration 
card and swear they are 
citizens under penalty of 
perjury, but it doesn’t re¬ 
quire them to show proof 
as Arizona’s 2004 law does. 

Four other states, Ala¬ 
bama, Georgia, Kansas 
and Tennessee, have simi¬

lar requirements, accord¬ 
ing to a legal brief filed 
by Alabama in support of 
the Arizona law. The case 
poses some of the same 
issues as voter identifica¬ 
tion disputes. Arizona and 
the other states argue that 
they should be allowed to 


ask for additional docu¬ 
mentation to keep illegal 
immigrants and other non¬ 
citizens off the voting rolls. 
Opponents of the laws say 
they are used to exclude 
disproportionately poor 
and minority voters who 
lack birth certificates and 


other identity documents. 

Arguments will not take 
place until February, with 
a decision likely by late 
June. The justices earlier 
refused Arizona’s request 
to reinstate the provision 
before the November elec¬ 
tions.

Man charged with

But Craig Faulkner, who 
works at a theater com¬ 
pany where Mazzaglia 
had auditioned, said he 
chatted with Mazzaglia 
for about 20 minutes on 
Friday while shopping at 
Best Buy in Newington. 
Mazzaglia told him: “Life 
is good,” Faulkner said.

Former Army medic

HINESVILLE - A former 
Army medic pleaded guilty 
Monday to charges that he 
burned bloody clothes, 
spent shotgun shells and 
a cellphone to try to help 
fellow soldiers cover up a 
double killing prosecutors 
say was linked to a militia 
group plotting terrorist at¬ 
tacks 

Former Pfc. Christopher 
Jenderseck, of Fargo, N.D., 
told a Liberty County Su¬ 
perior Court judge he built 
the backyard bonfire used 
to dispose of the items last 
December. 

“Mr. Jenderseck was not 
present” during the kill¬ 
ings, District Attorney Tom 
Durden said. “Although he 
was a member of the group, 
he was not involved direct¬ 
ly in the homicides.” 

That’s one reason why 
prosecutors agreed to let 
Jenderseck serve the rest 
of his seven-year sentence 
on probation. 

Jenderseck’s plea deal 
requires him to testify 
against the other defen¬ 
dants in the case and 
against any new suspects 
who may be charged later. 

NORTH CAROLINA 

1 dead, 37 sickened 
by E. coli outbreak 

SHELBY - Health officials 
say one child has died and 
37 others have been sick¬ 
ened in an E. coli outbreak 
tied to a North Carolina 
county fair. 

The state Department of 
Health and Human Servic¬ 
es said Monday 22 children 
and 16 adults who attended 
the Cleveland County Fair 
have gotten sick. Spokes¬ 
woman Julie Henry said 
officials haven’t identified 
the specific source of the 
bacteria.

Girl shot by Taliban 
brought to hospital 

BIRMINGHAM - A teenage 
Pakistani activist shot in 
the head by the Taliban ar¬ 
rived in Britain on Monday 
to receive specialized medi¬ 
cal care and protection from 
follow-up attacks threatened 
by the militants. Officials 
said she is stable and has a 
chance at “a good recovery.” 

The attack on 14-year-old 
Malala Yousufzai as she was 
returning home from school 
in Pakistan’s northwest a 
week ago has horrified peo¬ 
ple across the South Asian 
country and abroad. 

Malala was targeted by 
the Taliban for promoting 
girls’ education and criti¬ 
cizing militant group when 
they took over the scenic 
Swat Valley where she lived. 

The Taliban have 
threatened to target Mala¬ 
la again until she is killed 
because she promotes 
“Western thinking.” 

Malala, who had been 
receiving treatment at a 
Pakistani military hospital, 
arrived at Queen Elizabeth 
Hospital in Birmingham on 
Monday afternoon. 

SYRIA 

Landmark mosque 
latest fighting victim 

A landmark mosque in 
Aleppo was burned, scarred 
by bullets and trashed — 
the latest casualty of Syria’s 
civil war — and President 
Bashar Assad on Monday 
ordered immediate repairs 
to try to stem Muslim out¬ 
rage at the desecration of 
the 12th century site. 

The Umayyad Mosque 
suffered extensive damage, 
as has the nearby medieval 
covered market, or souk, 
which was gutted by a fire 
that was sparked by fight¬ 
ing two weeks ago. The 
market and the mosque are 
centerpieces of Aleppo’s 
walled Old City, which is 
listed as a UNESCO World 
Heritage site. 


Activists and Syrian gov¬ 
ernment officials blamed 
each other for the weekend 
fire at the mosque. 

“It’s all blackened now,” 
activist Mohammad al- 
Hassan said of the site, 
also known as the Great 
Mosque. “He burns down 
the country and its heri¬ 
tage, and then he says he 
will rebuild it. Why do you 
destroy it to begin with?” 

ISRAEL 

Parliament dissolves 
as elections arrive 

JERUSALEM-Israel officially 
opened its election season 
on Monday as parliament 
prepared to dissolve itself 
and schedule a vote for Jan¬ 
uary, plunging the country 
into a vicious, three-month 
political campaign. 

Israeli leaders launched 
harsh attacks on one an¬ 
other during a parliamen¬ 
tary debate that preceded 
the vote, setting the pa¬ 
rameters for what is likely 
to follow in the campaign. 
Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu boasted of his 
achievements, while the 
opposition heckled and 
insulted him mercilessly. 

ITALY 

Shipwreck trial 
draws large crowd 

GROSSETO-A theater in It¬ 
aly turned into a courtroom 
Monday, providing space to 
hear evidence against the 
captain of a shipwrecked 
cruise ship. 

The case of Francesco 
Schettino, 51, has generated 
such interest that the Tus¬ 
can city of Grosseto chose 
the larger space. 

Thirty-two died after 
Schettino, in a stunt, took 
the Costa Concordia ship 
off course and took it close 
to the Tuscan island of Gi- 
glio on Jan 13. The ship then 
ran aground and capsized.

■ Prisoners 
forgo debacle 
of last hearing

GUANTANAMO BAY NAVAL 
BASE, Cuba - Five Guanta¬ 
namo prisoners charged 
in the Sept. 11 attacks re¬ 
turned before a military tri¬ 
bunal Monday, forgoing the 
protests that turned their 
last appearance into an un¬ 
ruly 13-hour spectacle. 

But the apparent coop¬ 
eration of Khalid Sheikh 
Mohammed, who has 
said he masterminded 
the worst terror attack 
on U.S. soil, and four co¬ 
defendants did little to 
speed up proceedings that 
have stuck in a legal and 
political morass for years. 

And Mohammed, 
dressed in a white turban 


and traditional black vest, 
made clear he still feels a 
deep disdain for the pro¬ 
ceedings, saying “I don’t 
think there is any justice 
in this court.” 

Defense lawyers spent 
hours arguing that their 
clients shouldn’t have to 
attend the hearing, saying 
they dredge up bad mem¬ 
ories of their harsh treat¬ 
ment in CIA detention. 
The military judge ruled 
that the men would not 
have to attend the hear¬ 
ings at least for the rest of 
the week. 

“Our clients may believe 
that ... I don’t want to be 
subjected to this proce¬ 
dure that transports me 
here, brings up memories, 
brings up emotions of 
things that happened to 
me,” said Jim Harrington, 
who represents Ramzi Bi- 
nalshibh, accused of help¬ 
ing to provide support to 
the hijackers who crashed 


planes into the World 
Trade Center, Pentagon 
and a field in Pennsylvania 
on Sept. 11,2001. 

The five men sat quietly 
at the defense tables under 
the watchful eyes of mili¬ 
tary guards and several 
9/11 family members at the 
U.S. base in Cuba. Moham¬ 
med, his beard dyed a rust 
color with henna, serenely 
read legal papers. Two oth¬ 
ers responded politely to 
the judge when asked. 

The orderly scene was 
in stark contrast to their 
arraignment in May on 
charges that include ter¬ 
rorism and murder. At 
that session, one prisoner 
was briefly restrained for 
acting out, Binalshibh 
launched into an incoher¬ 
ent rant, the men gener¬ 
ally ignored the judge and 
refused to use the court 
translation system, and 
two stood up to pray at 
one point.

Americans 
win Nobel 
econ prize 
for formulas 

■ Two honored 
for work with 
matchmaking

STOCKHOLM - Two Ameri¬ 
can scholars won the Nobel 
economics prize Monday 
for work on matchmak¬ 
ing — how to pair doctors 
with hospitals, students 
with schools, kidneys with 
transplant recipients and 
even men with women in 
marriage. 

Lloyd Shapley of UCLA 
and Alvin Roth, a Harvard 
University professor cur¬ 
rently visiting at Stanford 
University, found ways to 
make markets work when 
traditional economic tools 
fail. 

Shapley, 89, came up with 
the formulas to match sup¬ 
ply and demand in markets 
where prices don’t do the 
job; the 60-year-old Roth 
put Shapley’s math to work 
in the real world. 

Shapley used game the¬ 
ory to analyze different 
matching methods in the 
1950s and ’60s. Building on 
Shapley’s work, Roth ap¬ 
plied it decades later to the 
market for allocating doc¬ 
tors, creating an algorithm 
that led to the redesign 
of the National Resident 
Matching Program that 
pairs fourth-year medical 
students with hospitals.

Town hall debates 
are fine with voters

WASHINGTON- The every- 
four-years ritual of a na¬ 
tional “town hall” style 
debate began as a nerve- 
racking experiment in live 
television. Moderator Car¬ 
ole Simpson was so ner¬ 
vous about turning over 
the microphone to regular 
folks and their questions 
that she spent days map¬ 
ping out the presidential 
candidates and their issues 
on “a zillion 3-by-5 cards,” 
in case she had to take over 
the questioning herself. 

“I was afraid these un¬ 
decided voters from Rich¬ 
mond, Va., might get into 
this huge TV studio where 
they’d be seen by millions 
of people and they’d just 
freeze,” the former ABC 
journalist recalls. “I want¬ 
ed to be prepared.” 

No need to worry. The 
voters did fine. That “town 
hall” 20 years ago was such 
a hit that there’s been one 
in every presidential elec¬ 
tion since. 

The sixth will bring 
President Barack Obama 
and his Republican rival 
Mitt Romney to Hofstra 
University on New York’s 
Long Island Tuesday night 
to take questions from un¬ 
decided voters selected by 
the Gallup polling com¬ 
pany. 

Debate coach Brett 
O’Donnell, who worked 
with John McCain in 
2008 and Romney during 


this year’s primaries, says: 
“This is the one debate 
that belongs to the people.” 

It can be a tricky one for 
the candidates. 

Obama, especially, 
needs a forceful showing 
to recover from his leaden 
performance in the cam¬ 
paign’s first debate. But 
he must tread carefully in 
an atmosphere more suit¬ 
able for share-your-pain 
moments than aggressive 
attacks. 

“You can’t have this sort 
of all-out slugfest at a town 
hall debate,” O’Donnell 
said, so don’t expect the 
fireworks of last week’s 
Joe Biden-Paul Ryan vice 
presidential match. 

Viewers want the candi¬ 
dates to show respect for 
those voters in the room, 
who stand in proxy for all 
Americans. 

Romney comes to the 
arena strengthened by his 
first debate. And the peo¬ 
ple-first format gives him a 
unique chance to overcome 
a persistent weakness: sus¬ 
picion among some voters 
that he’s too wealthy to 
relate to the middle class 
and the poor. But if Rom¬ 
ney fails to engage with his 
questioners, he could rein¬ 
force that impression. 

That’s what happened 
to President George H.W. 
Bush in the first televised 
town hall debate, a low 
moment in his failed 1992 
re-election bid. 

In 1992, questions 


weren’t screened before¬ 
hand. Simpson walked 
through the audience 
Oprah-style and a pro¬ 
ducer signaled which per¬ 
son to talk to next, seeking 
a good demographic mix. 
She had no idea what each 
person might ask. 

“They were not the 
questions the media had 


been focusing on,” said 
Simpson, who now teach¬ 
es journalism at Emerson 
College in Boston. “They 
were asking about bread- 
and-butter issues that they 
were interested in — the 
education in their schools, 
the crime in their neigh¬ 
borhoods, the economy 
and jobs.” 


With big job numbers, auto bailout big election issue 


You can use election 
year as teaching tool

Less than a month away 
from a presidential elec¬ 
tion, a plethora of political 
messages are bombarding 
Americans —and not just 
those old enough to vote. 

Children of all ages often 
are faced with the sights and 
sounds of an election year, 
and experts say parents 
can use the next couple of 
months as a teaching op¬ 
portunity. 

Paul Fabrizio is a profes¬ 
sor of political science and 
vice president for academic 
affairs at McMurry Univer¬ 
sity in Abilene, Texas. As 
an educator, he witnesses 
college students’ political 
knowledge firsthand. As a 
parent, he sees the teaching 
moments available during 
an election year. 

“It’s impossible to avoid 
seeing political things,” 
Fabrizio said. “TV commer¬ 
cials, radio commercials, In¬ 
ternet ads, as well as just all 
the stuff on the streets, signs 
in people’s yards.” 

Although it’s difficult 
for parents to control what 
type of political messages 
children see, they do have 
some control over the way 
these messages are used, he 
said. Parents can use these 
messages as an opportunity 
to teach kids about the po¬ 
litical process. 

Fabrizio suggested taking 
advantage of opportuni¬ 
ties on the local level first. 
Many parents either don’t 
talk about politics at all or 
only share comments about 
politicians being corrupt, he 
said. 


“I would argue that, in 
fact, most politicians, espe¬ 
cially at the local level,” he 
said, “are basic, good people 
who care about their com¬ 
munities.” 

Discussing local politics 
first offers many benefits, he 
said. It is the simplest way 
for kids to see that politi¬ 
cians at heart are “real peo¬ 
ple dealing with real issues.” 

Politics can be confusing 
for young children, so Fab¬ 
rizio recommended starting 
with the basics. Even some 
political phrases can per¬ 
plex a young child. 

Don’t, however, expect 
too much from children 
regarding political educa¬ 
tion. Fabrizio said he sees 
college students who still 
have not developed much of 
an interest in how the voting 
process works. 

“College kids have a mul¬ 
titude of interests,” he said. 
“Politics is seldom one of 
those interests. And so they 
have difficulty seeing its rel¬ 
evance to their immediate 
lives.” 

That’s reflected in voting 
numbers. 

Although voting rates for 
young people have been on 
the rise in recent presiden¬ 
tial elections, citizens be¬ 
tween 18 and 24 years old 
still maintain the lowest 
voting rate among all age 
groups. 

The U.S. Census Bureau 
reported that in the 2008 
election, Americans be¬ 
tween 18 and 24 had a 49 
percent voting rate, while 
rates got progressively 
higher with age. Those 65 
and older had the highest 
voting rate, 70 percent.

The issue: 

The government bail¬ 
out of General Motors and 
Chrysler is one of the most 
polarizing issues of the 
presidential campaign. 
Many Americans wonder 
why $62 billion in tax dol¬ 
lars went to keeping the 
two automakers afloat in 
2008 and 2009. There’s 
little doubt the bailout 
saved the automakers and 
huge numbers of jobs. But 
there’s also little chance 
the government will get 
all its money back. 

Taxpayers are out about 
$1 billion on the Chrysler 
bailout. GM stock is selling 
for less than half the price 
needed for the government 
to recover all of its nearly 
$50 billion investment. 
Where they stand: 

President Barack Obama 
often boasts about the bail¬ 
out’s success, saying the de¬ 
cision saved about 1 million 
jobs at automakers, parts 
companies and other busi¬ 
nesses tied to the industry. 
That estimate is backed by 
a 2010 study by the Center 
for Automotive Research, 
an industry think tank. 
Obama doesn’t want to sell 
the government’s remain¬ 
ing 500 million GM shares 
at a huge loss, but also says 
he’s not interested in be¬ 
ing a long-term investor or 
running the company. 

Republican Mitt Rom¬ 
ney has argued that GM 
and Chrysler should have 
been sent into bankruptcy 
protection without govern¬ 
ment money to keep the 
companies running. In¬ 
stead, he said private loans 
should have paid for the 
bankruptcies. But because 
of the financial crisis and 
because both companies 
were bleeding cash, there 
was no private capital 
available at the time. 

Why it matters: 

GM and Chrysler are 
major employers, with 
most of their operations 
in the Midwest, including 
Ohio, a pivotal presidential 
state. Without the bailout, 
it’s likely the companies 
would have been forced 
into liquidation. Their fac¬ 
tories, office buildings and 
patents would have been 
sold at auction and their 
workers would have lost 
their jobs. 

Now, three years after 
the bailout, both compa¬ 
nies are profitable and 
selling more cars. GM has 
made almost $14 billion 
since leaving bankruptcy 
protection in July 2009. 
Chrysler has made $440 
million since exiting bank¬ 
ruptcy a month before GM. 


But the automaker is still a 
private company, and it did 
not report numbers for the 
second half of2009. 

Both companies also are 
hiring when many employ¬ 
ers aren’t. GM has added 
roughly 2,000 U.S. workers 
since leaving bankruptcy 
and now employs 79,000 in 
the U.S. Chrysler has added 
almost 12,000 workers and 
now has about 44,000 in 
the U.S. Since the bailout 
started in early 2008, under 
President George W. Bush, 
the number of jobs in U.S. 
auto and parts manufactur¬ 
ing has grown by 156,000 
to 780,700, according to 
government statistics. It’s 
progress for an industry 
whose workforce is still far 
below its peak of more than 
1.3 million jobs in 2000. 

Here’s the bottom line 
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on the federal money: In 
exchange for a $12.5 billion 
bailout of Chrysler and its 
financial arm, the govern¬ 
ment got $7.1 billion in debt 
and a 9.9 percent equity 
stake in Chrysler. Chrys¬ 
ler has repaid the loans 
and parent company Fiat 
bought the government 
stock. The government got 
back $11.2 billion, but won’t 
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get any more. 

At GM, the government 
is $27 billion in the hole 
on a $49.5 billion bailout. 
Although taxpayers own 
26.5 percent of GM stock, 
the shares are trading for 
less than half the $53 price 
needed for the government 
to recoup all its money.

Jump from space’s edge provides 
collective moment for diver, fans

ROSWELL, N.M. - Felix 
Baumgartner stood alone 
at the edge of space, poised 
in the open doorway of a 
capsule suspended above 
Earth and wondering if he 
would make it back alive. 
Twenty four miles below 
him, millions of people 
were right there with him, 
watching on the Internet 
and marveling at the won¬ 
der of the moment. 

A second later, he 
stepped off the capsule 
and barreled toward the 
New Mexico desert as a 
tiny white speck against a 
darkly-tinted sky. Millions 
watched him breathlessly 
as he shattered the sound 
barrier and then landed 
safely about nine minutes 
later, becoming the world’s 
first supersonic skydiver. 

“When I was standing 
there on top of the world, 
you become so humble, you 
do not think about break¬ 
ing records anymore, you 
do not think about gaining 
scientific data,” Baumgart¬ 
ner said after the jump. 
“The only thing you want 
is to come back alive.” 

The tightly-orchestrat¬ 
ed jump meant primarily 
to entertain became much 
more than that in the diz¬ 
zying, breathtaking mo¬ 
ment — a collectively 
shared cross between 
Neil Armstrong’s moon 
landing and Evel Knievel’s 
famed motorcycle jumps 
on ABC’s “Wide World of 
Sports.” 

It was part scientific 
wonder, part daredevil 
reality show, with the live- 
streamed event instantly 
capturing the world’s at¬ 
tention on a sleepy Sun¬ 
day at the same time seven 
NFL football games were 
being played. It proved, 
once again, the power of 
the Internet in a world 
where news travels as fast 
as Twitter. 

The event happened 
without a network broad¬ 
cast in the United States, 
though organizers said 
more than 40 television 
stations in 50 countries — 
including cable’s Discov¬ 
ery Channel in the U.S. 
— carried the live feed. 
Instead, millions flocked 
online, drawing more than 
8 million simultaneous 
views to a YouTube live 
stream at its peak, You¬ 
Tube officials said. 

More than 130 digital 


outlets carried the live 
feed, organizers said. 

It was a last hurrah for 
what some have billed as a 
dying Space Age, as NASA’s 
shuttle program ends and 
the ways humans explore 
space is dramatically 
changing. As the jump un¬ 
folded, the space shuttle En¬ 
deavor crept toward a Los 
Angeles museum, where it 
will become nothing more 
than an exhibit. 

Baumgartner, a 43-year- 
old Austrian, hit Mach 1.24, 
or 833.9 mph, according to 
preliminary data, and be¬ 
came the first person to 
reach supersonic speed 
without traveling in a jet or 
a spacecraft. The capsule he 
jumped from had reached 
an altitude of 128,100 feet 
above Earth, carried by a 
55-story ultra-thin helium 
balloon. 

Landing on his feet in 
the desert, the man known 
as “Fearless Felix” lifted 
his arms in victory to the 
cheers of jubilant friends 
and spectators who closely 
followed at a command 
center. Among them was 
his mother, Eva Baumgart¬ 
ner, who was overcome 
with emotion, crying. 

“Sometimes we have to 
get really high to see how 
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small we are,” an exuberant 
Baumgartner told reporters 
outside mission control af¬ 
ter the jump. 

About half of Baumgart¬ 
ner’s nine-minute descent 
was a free fall of 119,846 
feet, according to Brian 
Utley, a jump observer 
from the FAI, an interna¬ 
tional group that works to 
determine and maintain 
the integrity of aviation 
records. 

During the first part of 
Baumgartner’s free fall, 
anxious onlookers at the 
command center held their 
breath as he appeared to 
spin uncontrollably. 

“When I was spinning 
first 10,20 seconds, I never 
thought I was going to lose 
my life but I was disap¬ 
pointed because I’m go¬ 
ing to lose my record. I put 
seven years of my life into 
this,” he said. 

He added: “In that situa¬ 
tion, when you spin around, 
it’s like hell and you don’t 
know if you can get out of 
that spin or not. Of course, 
it was terrifying. I was 
fighting all the way down 
because I knew that there 
must be a moment where I 
can handle it.” 

Baumgartner said trav¬ 
eling faster than sound is

“hard to describe because 
you don’t feel it.” The pres¬ 
surized suit prevented him 
from feeling the rushing 
air or even the loud noise 
he made when breaking the 
sound barrier. 

With no reference points, 
“you don’t know how fast 
you travel,” he said. 

Coincidentally, Baum¬ 
gartner’s accomplishment 
came on the 65th anniver¬ 
sary of the day that U.S. test 
pilot Chuck Yeager became 


the first man to officially 
break the sound barrier in 
a jet. Yeager, in fact, com¬ 
memorated that feat on 
Sunday, flying in the back 
seat of an F-15 Eagle as it 
broke the sound barrier 
at more than 30,000 feet 
above California’s Mojave 
Desert. 

After Baumgartner 
landed, his sponsor, Red 
Bull, posted a picture to 
Facebook of him kneeling 
on the ground. It generated 


nearly 216,000 likes, 10,000 
comments and more than 
29,000 shares in less than 
40 minutes. 

On Twitter, half the 
worldwide trending topics 
had something to do with 
the jump, pushing past 
seven NFL football games. 
Among them was this tweet 
from NASA: “Congratula¬ 
tions to Felix Baumgartner 
and RedBull Stratos on 
record-breaking leap from 
the edge of space!”

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Obama embraces economic record in new push

WILLIAMSBURG, Va. - With the 
economy showing some signs of 
improvement three weeks before 
Election Day, President Barack 
Obama on Monday laid down 
a full embrace of the economic 
record many Republicans say is 
his biggest weakness. 

The president’s first act in this 


critical campaign week was to 
announce a new battleground 
state advertisement featur¬ 
ing voters discussing the ways 
their economic conditions have 
improved during his term. The 
ad was hitting the airwaves as 
Obama and Republican chal¬ 
lenger Mitt Romney huddled 
in intense preparation for their 
second debate as polls show a 
closely fought campaign. 

“This race is tied,” Obama said 


in an appeal to supporters asking 
them to donate at least $5 to his 
re-election effort. He promised 
to be “fighting” for the election 
on the debate stage tonight — 
something many of his support¬ 
ers thought he did too little of in 
his first face-off with Romney. 

Early voting is under way in 
dozens of states, giving the candi¬ 
dates little chance to recover from 
any slip-ups that come in these 
final days. Obama has been try¬ 


ing to get his supporters to lock 
in their choice now, and his cam¬ 
paign announced Monday that 
he and his wife, Michelle, would 
become the first president and 
first lady to cast their ballots early. 

Obama planned to vote early 
during a visit to his home state 
of Illinois next week, while 
Michelle Obama told a rally 
in Delaware, Ohio, that she 
dropped her absentee ballot 
in the mail Monday. “For me, 


it was Election Day,” she said. 

Even as polls show the race 
tightening nationally and in 
battleground states, Obama’s 
campaign aides say they are 
encouraged by public and pri¬ 
vate surveys showing voters 
growing more confident about 
the direction of the economy. 
Those trends are behind the new 
30-second spot the campaign is 
running in Colorado, Iowa, Ne¬ 
vada and Virginia.

Two more drugs suspected in meningitis probe

NEW YORK - Two more drugs from a spe¬ 
cialty pharmacy linked to a meningitis 
outbreak are now being investigated, U.S. 
health officials said, as they urged doctors 
to contact patients who got any kind of 
injection from the company. 

The New England Compounding Cen¬ 
ter of Framingham, Mass., has been under 
scrutiny since last month, when a rare 
fungal form of meningitis was linked to 
its steroid shots used mostly for back pain. 

Monday’s step by the Food and Drug 


Administration followed reports of in¬ 
fections in three people who got differ¬ 
ent drugs made by the company. One is 
a possible meningitis illness in a patient 
who got a spine injection of another type 
of steroid. 

The agency also learned of two heart 
transplant patients who got fungal infec¬ 
tions after being given a third company 
product during surgery. 

The illnesses are under investigation, 
and it’s very possible the heart patients 
were infected by another source, FDA of¬ 
ficials cautioned.

Stok¬ 
ley outleaped defensive 
back Marcus Gilchrist to 
catch the ball, and then 
got both feet down before 
tumbling out of the end 
zone. 

Harris sealed the vic¬ 
tory with a 46-yard in¬ 
terception return for a 
touchdown with 2:05 left. 
It was his second pick of 
the night. 

Manning finished 24 of 
30 for 309 yards with one 
interception. 

Manning bounced back 
from a critical second- 
quarter interception to 


direct a scoring drive on 
the Broncos’ first posses¬ 
sion after halftime. He hit 
DeMaryius Thomas for 
Denver’s first TD of the 
game at 10:56, with Man¬ 
ning 6 for 6 for 83 yards on 
the drive that made it 24-7. 

After committing two 
fumbles that led to first- 
quarter scores by the 
Chargers, Denver capital¬ 
ized on a major San Diego 
mistake. At the Broncos 33, 
Philip Rivers was sacked 
for a 2-yard loss and fum¬ 
bled. The ball got batted 
forward and Carter picked 
the ball up on the 35-yard 
line and returned it for a 
24-14 lead, holding the ball 
up in his right hand as he 
ran for the end zone. The 


Chargers challenged the 
fumble call, but it was up¬ 
held after a video review. 

Rivers was sacked on 
San Diego’s ensuing pos¬ 
session, forcing the Char¬ 
gers to punt. 

Quentin Jammer inter¬ 
cepted Manning and re¬ 
turned it 80 yards for his 
first career touchdown, 
and Antonio Gates scored 
his second TD of the game 
in the second quarter, ex¬ 
tending the Chargers’ lead 
to 24-0. 

Before Jammer’s TD, the 
Broncos appeared on their 
way to their first score of 
the game with Manning’s 
55-yard pass to a wide- 
open Eric Decker. But he 
tripped himself, got up and 
was tackled at the Char¬ 
gers 30-yard line. 
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Young Wildcats learning a lot despite losses

LEXINGTON - By now, noth¬ 
ing should surprise Ken¬ 
tucky’s underclassmen. 

Injuries have created 
significant playing op¬ 
portunities for more 
than two dozen freshmen 
and sophomores against 
Southeastern Conference 
heavyweights — includ¬ 
ing Florida, South Carolina 
and Mississippi State. 

Another foe ranked in 
the top 15 looms Saturday 
night when No. 13 Georgia 
(5-1,3-1 SEC) comes to Lex¬ 
ington seeking a rebound 
after losing to South Caro¬ 
lina two weeks ago. That 
likely means another 
tough lesson for Kentucky 
(1-6,0-4). 

The Wildcats are learn¬ 
ing — and losing — as 
they go and last Satur¬ 
day night’s 49-7 loss at 
Arkansas featured more 
growing pains. The Ra- 
zorbacks opened with a 
74-yard touchdown pass, 
led 42-0 at halftime and 
outgained Kentucky 533- 
170 in a game shortened to 
40 minutes by storms. 

Georgia has dominated 
the series with Kentucky, 
51-12-2. 

“Every time they go out 


they experience some¬ 
thing new as far as the 
sets and different forma¬ 
tions they see,” Kentucky 
coach Joker Phillips said of 
his young team on Mon¬ 
day. “But the thing that 
you see is that they don’t 
forget what they see in a 
new set, and they do a re¬ 
ally good job of retaining 
those types of things. 

“Again, every time they 
go out they are going to ex¬ 
perience something new. 
But I think it’s good. Noth¬ 
ing wrong with it. You’re 
going to have it when 
you’re playing (with) such 
a young team.” 

Kentucky’s secondary, 
listing five true freshmen 
and two sophomores on 
the two-deep depth chart, 
could start several rook¬ 
ies against Georgia quar¬ 
terback Aaron Murray. 
Seniors Mikie Benton and 
cornerback Cartier Rice 
are considered doubtful 
while senior Martavius 
Neloms, sophomore Ashe- 
ly Lowery and freshman 
Fred Tiller are day-to-day 
with injuries that Phillips 
didn’t specify. 

That creates the possi¬ 
bility of freshmen corners 
Cody Quinn (who has start¬ 
ed the past four games) and 
J.D. Harmon, and twin safe¬ 


ties Daron and Zack Blay¬ 
lock facing Murray, fourth 
in the SEC in passing yards 
per game (247.8) and fifth 
in efficiency (159.3). 

This, after Arkansas 
quarterback Tyler Wilson 
completed 23 of 31 passes 
for 372 yards and five 
touchdowns including a 
77-yarder. The 533 yards 
allowed were a season 
high for Kentucky, 11th in 
SEC total defense (415.6). 

Wildcats junior line¬ 
backer Avery Williamson 
doesn’t expect that low 
point to affect the younger 
players’ confidence. 

“We’ve just got to keep 
on bringing them along, 
let them learn from the 
mistakes of the game and 
letting them progress,” he 
said. 

Williamson added that 
simplifying things has 
helped the learning pro¬ 
cess, keeping them from 
overthinking coverages. 
That seemed to benefit the 
Blaylock twins, who made 
their first starts against 
Arkansas and combined 
for eight tackles. 

However, the five- 
game losing streak and 
player turnover has posed 
challenges of keeping de¬ 
fensive players focused 
after falling behind and 


motivated during long 
stretches on the field. That 
includes upperclassmen 
who have been trying to 
set the example. 

“We’ve got to be lead¬ 
ers as juniors, sophomores 
and seniors, and we tell 
those guys that we got to 
keep fighting,” Williamson 
said. “They’re young. It’s a 
long, physical season and 
it’s been tough on the older 
guys as well, but we have 
to keep them physical.” 

The Wildcats’ offense 
has had to learn this as 
well. 

Kentucky is coming off a 
season low in yardage and 
a combined 4 of 15 pass¬ 
ing for 104 yards between 
freshman Jalen Whitlow 
and senior backup Mor¬ 
gan Newton. The upside: 
Whitlow threw his first 
touchdown pass against 
the Razorbacks, a 61-yard- 
er to La’Rod King. 

“Every snap he (Whit¬ 
low) gets is only good for 
him being able to grow 
in this program,” Phillips 
said. 

The task now is giving 
him time to make deci¬ 
sions. 

“The best thing you 
can do when you have a 
young quarterback is keep 
encouraging him,” center 


Matt Smith said. “It’s a lot 
of pressure, but the guys 
that have been in there be¬ 
fore and us on the offensive 
line, we have to give him 
time back there and estab¬ 
lish a running game to get 
the pressure off of him. We 
just have to make sure we 
stay together as a team.” 

Even if Kentucky was 
healthy and experienced, 
it likely would have strug¬ 
gled against this stretch of 
ranked teams. But in play¬ 
ing so many youngsters so 
soon, the Wildcats believe 
they’re creating depth that 
could help them close the 
season on a high note. 


Kentucky finishes 
against Missouri (3-4, 0-4 
SEC), Vanderbilt (2-4,1-3), 
non-conference Samford 
(5-2) and Tennessee (3-3, 
0-3). Though it’s hard to 
predict what the Wildcats 
will do, these games pres¬ 
ent opportunities for the 
youngsters to show what 
they learned from their 
hands-on training. 

“We need to get some 
guys back, no question 
about that,” Phillips said. 
“But it does give you en¬ 
couragement that those 
guys have been on the 
road and played some sig¬ 
nificant snaps.”

Coach K takes team to Fort Bragg for workout

FORT BRAGG, N.C. - Mike 
Krzyzewski gave his Duke 
team a taste of his Army 
past. 

The former West Point 
cadet, player and coach 
had the Blue Devils at Fort 
Bragg on Monday for a day 
of physical training and an 
open practice in front of a 
few hundred soldiers. 

“I just want our guys to 
be around the best team 
in the world, and the best 
team in the world is our 
military,” Krzyzewski 
said. “So, for a day, we’re 
going to have that honor.” 

For Krzyzewski, the vis¬ 
it to this sprawling Army 
post in central North Car¬ 
olina reconnected him to 
his past. 

Before he became 
“Coach K,” he was Bob 
Knight’s point guard at 
West Point in the 1960s 
and rose to the rank of 
captain before resigning 


in 1974 and getting his 
record-setting college 
coaching career off the 
ground. 

Before he arrived at 
Duke in 1980, he coached 
the Black Knights for five 
years. 

Krzyzewski said his 
doctors wouldn’t let him 
tackle the obstacle course 
— which the players 
called the toughest part 
of the day — because the 
65-year-old has had both 
hips replaced. 

But he added that his 
experiences in the Army 
were “good for me at one 
time in my life, and it’s 
paid good dividends for 
me, and I wanted them to 
be exposed to it.” 

Getting on the court and 
practicing wound up being 
the easiest thing the play¬ 
ers did. 

With the university on 
fall break until Wednes¬ 
day, the team had an 
opening in the schedule 
to make the 90-mile trip 


south. They arrived Sun¬ 
day and spent the night in 
barracks. 

Then came a 5:45 a.m. 
wake-up call and a march 
to physical training. They 
tackled an obstacle course 
before arriving at the phys¬ 
ical fitness center where 
they practiced. Virtually 
every player showed up at 
the gym caked in dirt from 
the obstacle course. 

“We were down in the 
trenches, working hard, 
running, exerting our 
energy and we really had 
to have a bond, and that’s 
the same bond we have in 
practice,” freshman Amile 
Jefferson said. “If a guy’s 
not making his push-ups, 
can’t make it, is getting 
tired, we had to pick him 
up and it really brought us 
together as a team.” 

Said forward Ryan 
Kelly: “It was harder than 
I thought, and I have the 
blisters to show for it, but 
it’s something I’ll never 
forget.” 


Ace Verlander next obstacle 
for slumping Yankees in ALCS

DETROIT - There were 
times this year when Justin 
Verlander took the mound 
while his team was reeling 
a bit — and the right-hand¬ 
er’s presence was Detroit’s 
best shot at snapping out of 
a momentary funk. 

Now, the hard-throwing 
ace is in a different situa¬ 
tion. Led by Verlander, 
the Tigers’ rotation has 
been absolutely terrific 
this postseason, and his 
job is simply to keep this 
remarkable run going 
against the slumping New 
York Yankees. 

“I think pitching, much 
like hitting, is contagious,” 
Verlander said. “Guys go 
out there night in and 
night out and see guys 
have a good game, and the 
next day he wants to have 
a good game, so on and so 
forth. And I think that’s 
what we are feeding on 
right now.” 

The Tigers won the 
first two games of the AL 
championship series in 
New York, holding the 
Yankees scoreless except 
for one brief uprising 
against closer-in-limbo 
Jose Valverde. With the 
exception of Valverde, 
no Detroit pitcher has al¬ 
lowed an earned run since 
Game 3 of the division se¬ 
ries against Oakland. 

Verlander takes the 
mound tonight in Game 
3 of the ALCS. The reign¬ 
ing AL MVP won both 
his starts against the A’s, 
throwing a shutout in the 
decisive fifth game. 

“As a rotation, right now 
things are going well,” 
Verlander said during 
Monday’s off-day. “It is 
nice to see us get rolling 
as a group, and hopefully 
we can continue it through 
the World Series.” 


Detroit’s 
starters 
have post¬ 
ed an 0.94 
ERA in the 
playoffs this 
year. The 
postseason 
record for 
a starting 
staff pitch¬ 
ing at least 
seven games is 1.05, set by 
the 1920 Cleveland Indi¬ 
ans, according to STATS 
LLC. 

Verlander, Max Scherz- 
er, Doug Fister and Anibal 
Sanchez are off to that type 
of start this year. 

Detroit’s pitching dis¬ 
play has gone hand in 
hand with New York’s 
horrendous slump. Derek 
Jeter is out for the year 
after breaking an ankle in 
Game 1 of this series, and 
the Yankees desperately 
need their other stars to 
start hitting. Robinson 
Cano, Alex Rodriguez, 
Curtis Granderson and 
Nick Swisher are a com¬ 
bined 12 for 107 — for a 
.112 batting average — in 
the playoffs. 

Add catcher Russell 
Martin, and five regulars 
are below .200, hitting a 
combined 17 for 133 with 
42 strikeouts — 25 more 
strikeouts than hits. They 
have a combined seven 
RBIs, four of those by 
Cano. 

“We can’t score seven 
runs, eight runs in one at- 
bat,” first baseman Mark 
Teixeira said. “It’s mo¬ 
mentum. When things 
are going bad, they can be 
really bad, but when things 
are going good, we’re ca¬ 
pable of putting up a whole 
bunch of runs.” 

The Yankees have actu¬ 
ally had a decent amount 
of success against Ver¬ 
lander. He faced New 
York three times this sea¬ 


son, and the Yankees won 
twice. Phil Hughes, who 
will start Game 3 for New 
York, pitched a complete 
game against Verlander in 
a win over the Tigers on 
June 3. 

“Obviously Verlander 
is a great pitcher, but he is 
human and we know we 
can score off him,” Hughes 
said. “I just have to do a 
better job than he does. 
It’s going to be a challenge, 
but, like I said, I’m looking 
forward to it.” 

In his most recent start 
against the Yankees, on 
Aug. 6, Verlander struck 
out 14 in eight innings. 

“You want to face famil¬ 
iar pitchers, even if he hap¬ 
pens to be the best pitcher 
on the planet,” Teixeira 
said. 

With the starters pitch¬ 
ing brilliantly, Detroit’s 
big concern right now is 
the bullpen. Valverde al¬ 
lowed the Yankees to tie 
Game 1 with four runs in 
the ninth, and although 
the Tigers won 6-4 in the 
12th, Detroit manager Jim 
Leyland needed to change 
plans a bit. 

He used Phil Coke to 
close out a 3-0 win in 
Game 2, and the left-hand¬ 
er pitched the final two in¬ 
nings. 

Coke may be a viable 
option against a New 
York lineup with plenty of 
left-handed power, but it’s 
clear the situation is still 
in flux. 

“I am just going to play 
it out and see what hap¬ 
pens, see what kind of 
matchup there is,” Leyland 
said. “Find out who they 
have coming up, who the 
matchup will be, probably 
go from there. I am hoping 
that Valverde in the very 
near future is ready to take 
back over. As I said, that is 
pretty important that we 
have him.”

The price of gold fell to the lowest 
level in about a month Monday after 
new Chinese data renewed questions 
about whether the country’s leaders 
will take more action to revive eco¬ 
nomic growth. 

Gold for December delivery dropped 
$22.10 to finish at $1,737.60 per ounce. 
That’s the lowest price since Sept. 12, 
the day before the Federal Reserve an¬ 
nounced new measures to aid the U.S. 
economy. 

China, the world’s second largest 
economy, said its inflation rate fell to 
1.9 percent in September from 2 percent 
in August. Imports grew by 2.4 percent, 
which was slightly better than the previ¬ 
ous month but still weak. 

China’s economic growth fell to a 
three-year low of 7.6 percent for the 
quarter ending in June. Forecasters are 
expecting growth to slow even more in the 
most recent quarter. Updated figures are 
due to be released later this week. 

Investors often buy gold as a hedge 
against inflation. The price rose steadily 
late in the summer on hopes that central 
banks in Europe and the U.S. would im¬ 
pose new measures to encourage growth. 


Those measures were adopted last month. 

They also had anticipated similar mea¬ 
sures for China. China is a huge importer 
of commodities, from oil and copper to 
soybeans so its economic growth affects 
prices globally. 

Now, investors wonder if Chinese lead¬ 
ers will take more action and, if they do, 
what form that wil I take, Kingsview Finan¬ 
cial analyst Matt Zeman said. 

“The bottom line is China’s in this kind 
of gray area where...things aren’t as good 
as people want them to be but they’re 
not bad enough to continue to just throw 
money at the market,” he said. 

Most commodities finished lower as 
investors opted to sell riskier assets. 
They also are awaiting more economic 
reports from the U.S. this weekthat could 
shed light on whether its economy is im¬ 
proving. 

December silver dropped 92.6 cents, 
or 2.8 percent, to finish at $32,743 per 
ounce, December copper dropped 0.15 
cent to end at $3.7015 per pound, Janu¬ 
ary platinum dropped $27 to $1,632.30 per 
ounce and December palladium fell $6.45 
to $632.60 per ounce. 

Oil prices fell as worries about 
weaker demand overshadowed positive 
U.S. economic news, including stronger 
retail sales that indicated consumers 
could be getting more confident about 
the economy. 

Benchmark oil fell 1 cent to finish at 
$91.85 per barrel, heating oil dropped 1.48 
cents to $3.2091 per gallon, wholesale 
gasoline declined 4.25 cents to $2.8503 per 
gallon and natural gas fell 12.5 cents, or 
3.5 percent, to $3,486 per 1,000 cubic feet. 

Agricultural crops finished lower. 
December wheat decreased 8.5 cents to 
end at $8.4825 per bushel, December corn 
fell 15.5 cents to $7.3725 per bushel and 
November soybeans ended down 30 cents 
at $14,925 per bushel.

Retail sales jump 
in September 

WASHINGTON -Americans 
stepped up their spending 
at retail businesses in Sep¬ 
tember, reflecting higher 
consumer confidence. The 
increase was driven by an¬ 
other strong month of auto 
sales and the release of the 
iPhone5. 

Retail sales rose 1.1 per¬ 
cent last month to a sea¬ 
sonally adjusted $412.9 
billion, the Commerce 
Department said Monday. 
That followed a 1.2 percent 
increase in August, which 
was revised slightly high¬ 
er. Both were the largest 
gains since October 2010. 

Sales rose last month 
in most major categories. 
Electronics and appliances 
surged 4.5 percent, in part 
because of iPhone sales. 
Sales at auto dealers in¬ 
creased 1.3 percent. Build¬ 
ing materials and garden 
supplies, furniture and 
clothing sales all gained, 
too. 

Business stockpiles 
gain in August 

WASHINGTON - U.S. com¬ 
panies restocked their 
shelves at a solid pace in 
August while sales rose for 
a second straight month. 
The combination of higher 
stockpiles and increased 
sales should help to boost 
economic growth. 

Business inventories 
grew 0.6 percent in Au¬ 
gust following a July gain 
of 0.8 percent that had 
been the strongest since 
January, the Commerce 
Department said Monday. 
Sales were up 0.5 percent 
in August following a 0.9 
percent rise in July that 
followed a big drop in June. 

Companies typically 
boost their stockpiles 
when they anticipate 
sales will rise in coming 
months. Faster restock¬ 
ing helps drive economic 
growth. When businesses 
order more goods, it typi¬ 
cally leads to more factory 
production. 

Total business stock¬ 
piles rose to $1.60 trillion. 
That is 22.4 percent higher 
than the low reached in 
September 2009. 

Kindle customers 
may get credit 

NEW YORK - Amazon has 
alerted its Kindle custom¬ 
ers that they are entitled to 
a credit on prior electronic 
book purchases as part of 
settlements between some 
major e-book publishers 
and the government. 

In September a federal 


judge approved the U.S. 
Justice Department’s set¬ 
tlement with Hachette, 
HarperCollins and Simon 
& Schuster, which were 
accused of conspiring in a 
price-fixing scheme. 

Among other things, 
the agreement requires 
the publishers to abandon 
the pricing system that 
they had conceived with 
Apple before it released 
its iPad tablet in 2010. 
The publishers must also 
provide the funds for the 
Kindle credit. 

“We think these settle¬ 
ments are a big win for 
our customers and look 
forward to lowering prices 
on more Kindle books in 
the future,” the Amazon 
Kindle Team said in the 
email sent to customers. 

Manufacturers want 
to hire more vets 

WASHINGTON- Some of the 
nation’s leading manu¬ 
facturing companies an¬ 
nounced a new program 
Monday to help veterans 
gain the skills necessary to 
fill some of the estimated 
600,000 high-tech, manu¬ 
facturing jobs that remain 
open because employers 
can’t find qualified appli¬ 
cants. 

The manufacturers 
say the program will be 
initially offered in 10 cit¬ 
ies. The companies will 
work with local commu¬ 
nity and technology col¬ 
leges to offer training and 
to put veterans on a fast 
track to obtaining certi¬ 
fication in such areas as 
electronics, welding and 
machining. 

The effort to hire more 
veterans will also involve 
working with employers. 
General Electric and Mili¬ 
tary Families at Syracuse 
University are develop¬ 
ing a reference guide 
that employers can use 
to help them more effec¬ 
tively recruit and mentor 
veterans. 

The guide will be made 
available to those compa¬ 
nies participating in efforts 
by the U.S. Chamber of 
Commerce and the White 
House to help 100,000 vet¬ 
erans and their spouses 
obtain work by 2014. 

The unemployment 
rate for veterans is gener¬ 
ally lower than the overall 
unemployment rate of 7.8 
percent, but veterans of 
the wars in Iraq and Af¬ 
ghanistan have had a hard¬ 
er time finding work and 
the unemployment rate for 
those veterans is about 2 
percentage points higher 
than the national rate.

Stocks higher after retail sales improve

Stocks rose on Monday after a strong 
gain in retail spending suggested that 
consumers could be getting more confi¬ 
dent about the economy. Bank stocks rose 
broadly after Citigroup delivered a strong 
earnings report. 

The Dow Jones industrial average rose 
95.38 points to close at 13,424.23, its big¬ 
gest gain since Sept. 13. The Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index was up 11.54 points at 
1,440.13 and the Nasdaq composite index 
rose 20.07 points to 3,064.18. 

Economic figures from China helped 
support markets in Europe at the start of 
a week that could offer greater clarity on 
the economic fates of Greece and Spain. 

China’s inflation rate fell to 1.9 percent 
in September from 2 percent the month 
before, reinforcing investor hopes for 
more stimulus in the world’s second- 
largest economy. 

Good news for two major drugmak- 
ers boosted pharmaceutical stocks and 


pushed the whole health sector to the 
biggest gains among 10 industry groups 
in the S&P 500. 

Eli Lilly said a potential stomach cancer 
treatment met goals for improved patient 
survival. It hasn’t yet submitted the drug, 
ramucirumab, for government approval. 

And Abbott Laboratories said an exper¬ 
imental drug regimen cured 99 percent of 
patients with hepatitis C. Patients in the 
trial had genotype 1 hepatitis C, the most 
common type in the Western world, and 
the hardest to treat. 

Eli Lilly rose $2.08, or 4 percent, to 
$52.53. Abbott rose $2.77, also 4 percent, 
to $72.05. Other drugmakers also rose. 
Pfizer and Merck rose more than 1 per¬ 
cent and Bristol-Myers Squibb rose 2.5 
percent. 

Travel deals website operator Travel- 
zoo Inc. fell again after warning on Friday 
that its poorly-performing hotel search 
business will hurt third-quarter results. 
On Monday, its stock fell 85 cents, or 4.2 
percent, to $19.17.

At CDC, scientists 
fight to halt deadly 
meningitis strain

ATLANTA - Scattered 
across the carefully land¬ 
scaped main campus of 
the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention 
are the staff on the front 
lines fighting a rare out¬ 
break of fungal meningi¬ 
tis: A scientist in a white 
lab coat peers through a 
microscope at fungi on 
a glass slide. In another 
room, another research¬ 
er uses what looks like a 
long, pointed eye dropper 
to suck up DNA samples 
that will be tested for the 
suspect fungus. 

Not far away in another 
building is the emergency 
operations center, which 
is essentially the war 
room. There’s a low hum 
of voices as employees 
work the phones, talking 
to health officials, doctors 
and patients who received 
potentially contaminated 
pain injections believed 
to be at the root of the 
outbreak. 

Workers sit at rows 
of computers, gathering 
data, advising doctors 
and reaching out to thou¬ 
sands of people who may 
have been exposed. Over¬ 
all, dozens of people are 
working day and night to 
bring the outbreak under 
control. More than 200 
people in 14 states have 
been sickened, including 
15 who have died. 

There is a sense of ur¬ 
gency — people are dying, 
and lives could be saved 
if those who are sickened

LOS ANGELES - Federal 
regulators failed to pur¬ 
sue recalls after they found 
cadmium-tainted jewelry 
on store shelves, despite 
their vow to keep the toxic 
trinkets out of children’s 
hands, an Associated Press 
investigation shows. 

Officials at the U.S. 
Consumer Product 
Safety Commis¬ 
sion also have not 
warned parents 
about the contami¬ 
nated items already 
in their homes. 

More than two 
years after the AP 
revealed that some 
Chinese factories 
were substitut¬ 
ing cadmium for 
banned lead, the CPSC still 
hasn’t determined the ex¬ 
tent of the contamination. 

Contaminated jewelry is 
surely less prevalent in the 
U.S. than before its wide¬ 
spread presence was first 
documented. However, 
rings, bracelets and pen¬ 
dants containing cadmium 
and marketed for preteen 
girls were purchased over 
the last year. The AP and 
representatives of two con¬ 
sumer groups were able to 
buy the items in Los An¬ 
geles, suburban San Fran¬ 
cisco, central Ohio and 
upstate New York. 

Despite touting its work 
as a model of proactive reg¬ 
ulation, the agency tasked 


get treated in time. But 
it’s not a race against a 
fast-spreading illness 
like avian flu or SARS — 
or even the fictional virus 
the CDC fails to unravel 
in the popular TV series 
“The Walking Dead.” Un¬ 
like those outbreaks, this 
strain of meningitis isn’t 
contagious and doesn’t 
spread between people. 
It is likely isolated to the 
contaminated steroid, 
produced by the New 
England Compounding 
Center in Framingham, 
Mass. 

“This is a very unusual 
infection,” said Dr. John 
Jernigan, a CDC medi¬ 
cal epidemiologist who is 
leading the clinical inves¬ 
tigation team for the out¬ 
break response. “So, treat¬ 
ment recommendations, 
diagnostic recommenda¬ 
tions are all going to be 
new, and we’re learning 
as we go on this one.” 

Meningitis, an inflam¬ 
mation of the membranes 
surrounding the brain 
and spinal cord, is not un¬ 
common. But it is usually 
caused by bacteria, and it 
is very unusual to see it in 
patients with normal im¬ 
mune systems, Jernigan 
said. This strain is caused 
by a fungus that is com¬ 
mon in dirt and grasses 
— people routinely come 
into contact with it with¬ 
out getting sick — but it 
has never before been 
identified as the cause of 
meningitis. 

By Friday morning, of¬ 
ficials believed they had 
reached about 90 percent 


with protecting Americans 
from dangerous everyday 
products often has been 
reactive — or inactive. 

Take a “children’s jew¬ 
elry sweep” the CPSC 
conducted at stores na¬ 
tionwide. Testing showed 
that six different items 
on shelves — including 
one referred to as a “baby 
bracelet” — were hazard¬ 
ous by the agency’s 
guidelines. Yet the 
agency neither pur¬ 
sued recalls nor 
warned the public 
about the items, 
records and inter¬ 
views show. 

In addition, the 
CPSC allowed 
Wal-Mart Stores 
Inc. and Meijer, a 
smaller Midwest 
chain, to pull from shelves 
jewelry that flunked safe¬ 
ty testing without telling 
parents who had previ¬ 
ously purchased such 
items. And it did not fol¬ 
low through on evidence 
it developed that cadmium 
jewelry remains on sale in 
local shops. 

Agency staffers have 
consistently sided with 
firms that argued their 
high-cadmium items 
shouldn’t be recalled — 
not because they were 
safe in the hands of kids, 
but because they were 
deemed not to meet the 
legal definition of a “chil¬ 
dren’s product.” Also, the 
CPSC trusted retailers and 


of those who were poten¬ 
tially affected, Jernigan 
said. They planned to con¬ 
tinue trying to reach every 
person to see if they’ve 
had problems and to warn 
them to be on the lookout 
for symptoms, which can 
include severe headache, 
nausea, dizziness and fe¬ 
ver. The CDC says many 
of the cases have been 
mild, but some people had 
strokes. 

A meeting is held each 
morning to review over¬ 
night developments and 
plot a course of action for 
the day, and another at the 
end of the day summarizes 
the day’s developments 
and looks ahead to the next 
day. Maps on big screens 
in the front of the emer¬ 
gency operations center 
track the states where the 
tainted medications were 
sent and the tally of cases 
reported in affected states. 

A few steps away in the 


jewelry importers to self¬ 
police their inventories 
for cadmium, but did not 
check whether they had 
done so for at least a year. 

In response to AP’s re¬ 
porting, the CPSC said it 
did all it could given lim¬ 
ited resources. A spokes¬ 
man credited the agency’s 
focus on intercepting 
jewelry before it got onto 


joint information cen¬ 
ter, another team works 
to keep the information 
about the outbreak on the 
CDC’s website up to date 
and disseminate infor¬ 
mation via the media and 
other outlets. 

In another building on 
the campus tucked away 
in the northeast corner 
of Atlanta, in a part of the 
CDC that specializes in 
fungal infections, about 
15 scientists in the refer¬ 
ence and research labs are 
logging 12 hours or more a 
day and working through 
weekends to test samples 
coming in from around the 
country. 

Because the lab scien¬ 
tists had never worked 
with this particular fun¬ 
gus in cerebrospinal fluid 
before, they had to quickly 
develop new tests to detect 
it before they could start 
analyzing the hundreds 
of samples — cerebrospi- 


shelves as the reason that 
cadmium did not become 
the widespread scourge 
that lead was several years 
ago. 

To be sure, the CPSC 
does have challenges. 

Though the agency’s re¬ 
sources have been grow¬ 
ing, by federal standards 
the CPSC is a minnow — 
a $115 million budget sup- 


nal fluid samples, cultures 
and bits of tissue — sent in 
from around the country, 
research lab team leader 
Ana Litvintseva said. 

Dressed in a white 
coat Friday, Shawn Lock¬ 
hart, the fungal reference 
lab team leader, peered 
through a microscope as 
images of what looked like 
red pea pods appeared on 
a computer screen next to 
him. Many other closely 
related fungi look similar, 
but a tiny dot at the end of 
a pod told him he was look¬ 
ing at the fungus believed 
to be at the root of the out¬ 
break. 

Normally, the refer¬ 
ence lab works on difficult 
samples sent in from state 
health departments, while 
the research lab works on 
research projects. But 
the scale of this outbreak 
means those projects are 
mostly being shelved at the 
moment. 


ports just 545 full-time 
employees responsible 
for regulating thousands 
of products.

While CPSC Chair¬ 
man Inez Tenenbaum has 
claimed credit for reduc¬ 
ing the presence of cadmi¬ 
um in children’s jewelry, 
in fact, faster and more 
forceful efforts have come 
from elsewhere. 

For example, major 
retailers including Wal- 
Mart and Target Corp. 
began requiring safety 
testing — not the CPSC. 

And new laws in six 
states and national legal 
settlements — not the 
CPSC — created strict, 
binding limits on cadmi¬ 
um in jewelry. 

There are no known 
injuries or deaths due to 
cadmium in children’s 
jewelry, but contaminated 
jewelry can poison in two 
ways: slow and steady 
through habitual lick¬ 
ing and biting, or acutely 
through swallowing. The 
CPSC estimates that sev¬ 
eral thousand kids are 
treated annually at U.S. 
emergency rooms for acci¬ 
dentally ingesting jewelry. 

Once in the body, cad¬ 
mium stays for decades. 
If enough accumulates, it 
can cripple kidneys and 
bones — and cause can¬ 
cer. 


HPV shots 
don’t cause 
promiscuity, 
study says

CHICAGO - Shots that 
protect against cervical 
cancer do not make girls 
promiscuous, according to 
the first study to compare 
medical records for vac¬ 
cinated and unvaccinated 
girls. 

The researchers didn’t 
ask girls about having 
sex, but instead looked 
at “markers” of sexual 
activity after vaccina¬ 
tion against the sexually 
transmitted human papil¬ 
lomavirus, or HPV. Specif¬ 
ically, they examined up to 
three years of records on 
whether girls had sought 
birth control advice; tests 
for sexually transmitted 
diseases or pregnancy; or 
had become pregnant. 

Very few of the girls 
who got the shots at age 11 
or 12 had done any of those 
over the next three years, 
or by the time they were 14 
or 15. Moreover, the study 
found no difference in rates 
of those markers compared 
with unvaccinated girls. 

The study involved 
nearly 1,400 girls enrolled 
in a Kaiser Permanente 
health plan in Atlanta. Re¬ 
sults were published online 
Monday in Pediatrics. 

Whether vaccination 
has any influence on simi¬ 
lar markers of sexual ac¬ 
tivity in older teens wasn’t 
examined in this study but 
other research has sug¬ 
gested it doesn’t. 

The study is the first to 
use medical outcomes data 
to examine consequences 
of HPV vaccination and 
the results are “comforting 
and reassuring,” said lead 
author Robert Bednarczyk, 
a researcher at Kaiser and 
Emory University. Both 
institutions paid for the 
study. 

HPV is the leading cause 
of cervical cancer and also 
has been linked with anal 
and oral cancers in women 
and men. 

The federal Centers for 
Disease Control and Pre¬ 
vention and the American 
Academy of Pediatrics 
recommend HPV shots for 
girls and boys at age 11 or 12, 
before they have ever had 
sex. Three doses are gener¬ 
ally recommended over six 
months. 

Some parents have 
raised concerns that the 
shots “are a license to have 
sex,” but the study bolsters 
evidence against that con¬ 
cern, said Dr. Elizabeth 
Alderman, an adolescent 
medicine specialist at The 
Children’s Hospital at Mon- 
tefiore in New York City. 
She was not involved in 
the study. 

In the new study, at least 
90 percent of vaccinated 
and unvaccinated girls did 
not seek pregnancy tests, 
chlamydia tests or birth 
control counseling, mark¬ 
ers that were considered 
surrogates for sexual ac¬ 
tivity during up to three 
years of follow-up. Two in 
each group became preg¬ 
nant. Chlamydia, a com¬ 
mon sexually transmitted 
disease, was diagnosed in 
one vaccinated girl and 
three unvaccinated girls. 

Three of the study’s four 
co-authors reported having 
done previous research 
funded by Merck.

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Preventive mastectomies on the rise for high-risk women

When Laura Sago was 12, her moth¬ 
er was diagnosed with breast cancer 
at age 38. 

When she was 45, her older sister 
Susan was told she had it, too. And 
precisely one year later, when her 
other older sister, Sandi, received 
her breast-cancer diagnosis, Laura 
Sago picked up the phone and called 
her doctor. 

“I told him I wanted to have a pre¬ 
ventive double mastectomy. He said he 
completely understood and referred 
me to a breast cancer surgeon right 
away.” 

Two weeks ago, Sago, 48, of Scott, 
Pa. had both breasts removed, even 
though she has never received a can¬ 
cer diagnosis — a move she calls “lib¬ 
erating.” 

She’s one of a growing number of 
women at risk for breast cancer who, 
according to a new state study, are opt¬ 


ing for preventive surgery to keep the 
disease at bay. 

Nationally, a study published in the 
Journal of Clinical Oncology in 2007 
found that so-called bilateral mastec¬ 
tomies among women with cancer in 
only one breast more than doubled 
from 1998 to 2003, from 1.8 percent to 
4.8 percent. 

This week, a study released by the 
Pennsylvania Health Care Cost Con¬ 
tainment Council found that 455 wom¬ 
en chose to have a preventive mastec¬ 
tomy in 2011, up from 94 in 2002. 

A couple of critical factors are 
at play, said Kathleen Erb, a breast- 
cancer surgeon at Allegheny General 
Hospital. 

An increase in the availability of ge¬ 
netic testing can identify mutations 
of two different genes —BRCA1 and 
BRCA2 — that increase the chance 
a woman will get breast and ovarian 
cancer, and plastic reconstructive 
breast surgery has made significant 
strides. 


“When my first sister had breast 
cancer and was going through all these 
treatments, I said, ‘I am going to think 
about having preventive surgery,’ and 
she thought I was crazy,” Laura Sago 
said. “And as soon as my other sister 
called me with her diagnosis, I went 
ahead and called the doctor.” 

Sago feels she made the right deci¬ 
sion. 

“I did not have a second thought at 
all,” she said. 

Breast cancer awareness advocates 
have publicly expressed concern in 
the past that some women are opt¬ 
ing to cut off healthy breasts, given 
all the advances in treatment that 
are out there, from earlier detection, 
better systemic treatments and more 
minimal surgery. 

But for many who have seen a loved 
one die of the disease or who has been 
called back for frequent biopsies when 
abnormalities were detected, some¬ 
times drastic action is the only op¬ 
tion.

Centrist Specter died fighting for moderation

HARRISBURG, Pa. - Arlen Spec¬ 
ter, a pugnacious and promi¬ 
nent former moderate in the 
U.S. Senate who developed 
the single-bullet theory in 
President John F. Kennedy’s 
assassination and played star¬ 
ring roles in Supreme Court 
confirmation hearings, lost a 
battle with non-Hodgkin lymphoma 
at a time when Congress is more po¬ 
litically polarized than anyone serv¬ 
ing there — or living in America — 
can remember. 

Specter, 82, died Sunday, after 
spending much of his career in the 
U.S. Senate warning of the dangers 
of political intolerance. 

For most of his 30 years as Penn¬ 
sylvania’s longest-serving U.S. sena¬ 


tor, Specter was a Republican, 
though often at odds with the 
GOP leadership. 

His breaks with his party 
were hardly a surprise: He 
had begun his political career 
as a Democrat and ended it as 
one, too. 

In between, he was at the 
heart of several major Ameri¬ 
can political events. 

He drew the lasting ire of conser¬ 
vatives by helping end the Supreme 
Court hopes of former federal ap¬ 
peals Judge Robert H. Bork and the 
anger of women over his aggressive 
questioning of Anita Hill, a law pro¬ 
fessor who had accused Supreme 
Court nominee Clarence Thomas 
of sexual harassment. 

He even mounted a short-lived 
run for president in 1995 on a plat¬ 


form that warned his fellow Repub¬ 
licans of the “intolerant right.” 

Specter never had his name on a 
piece of landmark legislation. 

But he involved himself deeply in 
the affairs that mattered most to him, 
whether trying to advance Middle 
East peace talks or federal funding 
for embryonic stem cell research. 
He provided key votes for Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama’s signature ac¬ 
complishments, the health care and 
economic stimulus bills. 

Specter died at his home in Phila¬ 
delphia from complications of non- 
Hodgkin lymphoma, said his son 
Shanin. 

Over the years, Specter had fought 
two previous bouts with Hodgkin 
lymphoma, overcome a brain tumor 
and survived cardiac arrest follow¬ 
ing bypass surgery.
